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Why are we squabbling over 8 miles of road? 


ime is running out for the game farm

Why the Provincial Government is drag- 
ging its feet on the proposal to re-establish 
the Game Farm on the section of land of- 
fered by owners Walter Jerram and Bill 
Cochrane north of Bon Accord is a ques- 
tion not easily answered. 
An enormous advantage to the govern~ 
ment is the offer of 640 acres of land which 
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adjoins a lake, and is in all respects ideal for 
a game farm, at NO COST. 

At present day land prices this is a great 
opportunity to keep the exceptionally 
popular game farm in this region, without a 
large investment by the province. The 
animals will also be provided by the owners. 

But the government chooses to haggle

off a primitive weaving technique to Dianne has been weaving for eight years. 
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with the MD of Sturgeon over the cost of 
upgrading eight miles of road to access the 
site, estimated by Transport Minister 
Kroeger at between two and three million. 
However, on the basis of recently com- 
pleted road projects, it would appear con- 
struction costs would be closer to the 1 and 
a half million mark. 

Alberta Transport has offered to absorb 
two-thirds of the road cost if MD Sturgeon 
pays one-third. This offer was termed fair 
and equitable by St. Albert MLA Myrna 
Fyfe, who told the MD council that 
Minister Kroeger had advised her his 
department is over its budget for roads. 

The MD position in the matter is 
understandable. They are prepared to put 
up $500,000 for the road. However the MD 
does not stand to get a great return from a 
game farm, since the farm itself would be 
assessed as a farm, not a commercial opera- 
tion, as the Red Barn is. 


TERRIFIC TOURIST ATTRACTION 


But for the government the game farm is 
a simply tremendous tourist attraction, one 
that is known all over the world. A visitor 
from California said recently on an Edmon- 
ton radio broadcast that the Alberta Game 
Farm is the best in the world. In addition it 
is a source of much pleasure for Alberta 
families, and has considerable education 
value for our students. 

The new site will be much more attractive 
for visitors because of the excellent catering 
facilities offered by the Red Barn, which 
has become a tourist attraction in itself. It 
was, for example, one of the sites most 
popular with visitors to the Commonwealth 
Games, one which Prince Andrew asked to 
see, and did. The Oeming site lacked ade- 
quate food arrangements for visitors - 
especially for large groups, such as conven- 
tions. 

Mr. Rob Tivey, president of the Edmon- 
ton Convention Bureau, said it is an 
“absolute shame that the province can’t see 
that it should keep the Game Farm by all 
means.’’ It would be a big boost for con- 
vention business. The Midnight Twilight 
Tourist Association, Mayor Fearnley and 
the Bon Accord Council, Mayor Austin and 
the Gibbons Council, Mayor Dube and the 
Legal Council, a brief by Trustee Wall on 
behalf of the Sturgeon School Division, and 
the school principals - all are in full support 
of the Game Farm on this site. So are the 
residents of the area. 

A wildlife expert from the provincial 
government who visited the site recently to 
see the Bison and Elk already there, was 
“tremendously impressed’”’ with the site, 
which he said was ‘‘just ideal,’’ and with 
the management and care of the animals. 


As for Lily Lake Road - it is not a road to 
nowhere! 

It serves a major sand and gravel resource 
in the Waugh area t0 miles north of the 
proposed site. This resource is almost 
unlimited. And the road also serves the 
Half Moon Lake recreation area which at- 
tracts many people every summer. 

Not only that, but with a little foresight it 
may be seen that in future an eight-mile ex- 
tension of Lily Lake Road north at Waugh 
intersection would connect. with Highway 
18. Surely this is sound planning for the 
future. 

There are no undue difficulties with 
pipelines or utility lines as far as upgrading 
Lily Lake Road, nor are right-of-way costs 
out of line at about $75,000. 


DISCUSSION IN LEGISLATURE 


Last Thursday in the Legislature Dr. 
Walter Buck, Social Credit Clover Bar, and 
Dr. Ken. Paproski PC Edmonton Kingsway 
questioned both the Minister of Transport, 
Mr. Kroeger, and the Minister of Public 
Lands and Wildlife Mr. Miller, on the 
possibility of support for the Game Farm. 
Mr. Miller said he has met with Mr, Jerram 
and Mr. Cochrane, who were doing ‘‘an ex- 
cellent job’’ at the Red Barn, and were in- 
terested in purchasing animals and retaining 
them in this area ‘‘for the good of all Alber- 
tans.”’ 

The two members who represent the 
area, Myrna Fyfe for St. Albert, and 
George Topolinski for Redwater-Andrew, 
both remained silent during the discussions. 

The problem is that there is no time for 
dragging of feet, if the animals are to be 
purchased and moved to this site. Walter 
and Bill have only until November 15 to tie 
down the purchase of the animals. They are 
negotiating for 80 species, and although the 
present game farm will close to the public, 
Mr. Oeming wili keep some land, and 
would hold the animals until the new site is 
ready. The rest of his land will be subdivid- 
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For that matter Walter and Bill will have 
to subsidize the Game Farm operation for 
years. If it were a viable money-maker why 
have many sites not been offered? Through 
contact with other game farms they know 
that a game farm is only a break-even 
operation at best. This one will require 12 
year-round staff and more in the summer. 

It is the province that benefits from the 
tourists attracted by the Game Farm to 
Northern Alberta. Tourism is really big 
business in Alberta. 

_It is the province that must move quickly 
to ensure that the Game Farm remains in 
this area for the enormous benefit it offers 
all Albertans and the Government itself. 


The Alberta Liqucr Con- 
trol Board is locating a 
400,000 square foot 
warehouse in Campbell In- 
dustrial Park which should be 
ready for occupation by 1982 
or 1983, Construction is to 
begin in 1981. A second 
building stage will bring the 
square footage to 900,000. 

The move has caused some 
concern in the City of Ed- 
monton because of the loss of 
potential tax revenue 
estimated by Edmonton 
Mayor Cec Purves to be from 
$300,000 to $350,000 in the 
initial stages to more than 
'$500,000 when totally com- 
plete.

The accident occurred on 
Highway 28 near the Namao 
overpass about 11:30 p.m, on 
hallowe’en night.

A maximum of $886,000 
will be borrowed by the city 
of St. Albert from the Bank 
of Montreal to provide in- 
terim financing to install ser- 
vicing in Campbell Industrial 
Park, Stage Two. 

Council pased a temporary 
bylaw to permit administra- 
tion to borrow the’ money 
with total costs anticipated at 
$920,036. The city’s finance 
director, Barry Miller, told 
council that the temporary 
local borrowing would be 
more advantageous than issu- 
ing a debenture for the total 
amount now as local im- 
provement taxes could then 
be applied when the project 
was completed. 

Ald. Roger Ayotte, 
wondered if borrowing rates 
differed significantly from 
debenture rates and what the 
cost difference to the city 
would be. Mr. Miller pointed 
out that while the debenture 
would be drawn on 11 1/8 per 
cent as opposed to a 16 per- 
cent interest rate at the bank, 
the advantage to the town 
would be that it could then 
levy taxes on the final actual 
costs of the development, 

Debenture borrowing 
would mean that the city 
would have to start levying 
local improvement taxes on 
existing costs (of putting in 
services) which would not ac- 
count for inflation. 

‘It’s a trade off,’’ he said. 
“If you are to borrow deben- 
ture funds now you have to 
levy taxes in 1980, Short term

advantage as taxes would not 
have to be levied until 1981.” 

Any additional costs, he 
added will eventually be 
charged back to the 
developer as part of the pro- 
ject and levied as a local im- 
provement tax.

City buys industrial land 


The city of St. Albert will 
exercise its option to pur- 
chase 132.5 acres of land im- 
mediately north of the pre- 
sent Campbell Industrial 
Park for $5,301,200. 

The land, owned by Allar- 
co Developments of Edmon- 
ton, was available until 
January 4, 1980 with the city 
being given first crack to buy. 
Council passed a motion 
Monday night to purchase 
the land and also authorized 
the administration to borrow 


the money needed. 

Council felt the land pur- 
chase a good buy and con- 
gratulated city staff on their 
excellent handling of negotia- 
tions. The Gazette has learn- 
ed that Carma Developments 
had made Allarco an offer 
last week, only to discover 
that St. Albert already held 
first option. Administration 
was congratulated on efforts 
on behalf of the city, 
‘‘particularly’’ said Ald. 
Liesbeth Bakker ‘‘since the 


land is not yet within St. 
Albert boundaries.”’ 

The new land will become 
Campbell Stage Three when 
completely developed, 
augmenting Campbell Stages 
One and Two. But the city’s 
business coordinator, Dale 
Huntingford, was not exactly 
sure how much buyers would 
have to pay per acre in the 
new site. Costs, he said, have 
gone down from the initial 
stages of Stage One, already 
more than half occupied. 


Council wants to know 


: Do businessmen want 


parking meters? 


St. Albert council has 
deferred a decision to adopt 
parking restrictions in the 
downtown area until it has 
received feedback from the 
city’s businessmen. An ad- 
ministration report indicating 
two alternatives for parking 
restrictions, signing or 
meters, and their respective 
costs will be forwarded to the 
Business Industrial Advisory 
Board with a report expected 
by the end of November. 

While not officially endor- 
sing either meters or signs, 
council did appear to lean 
toward meters as an im- 
mediate short term cure for 
the city’s downtown parking 
problems. The area which 
would be affected would be 
St. Anne Street from St. 
Albert Road to Perron 
Street; Perron Street from 

rgeon River to St. Thomas 

reet (south of the Perron 
Street Arena) and the entire 
length of St. Michael Street. 
Signs could be added later. 

According to the report, 
meters would cost $14,000 
per year to maintain while 
signs would cost $17,200 but 
the initial capital costs to in- 
stall meters would be $40,000 
as opposed to the $4,000 re- 
quired for the signs. The ad- 
vantage of meters is that they 
would provide revenue, but 
administration could only 
roughly estimate the amount 
which could be generated. 

At 25 cents an hour with all 
meters utilized at all times 
from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m, Mon- 
day to Saturday the max- 
imum amount of revenue 
which could be.generated per 
year would be approximately 
$650 per meter or $45,000 
totalled. The report noted, 
though, that this figure was 
optimistic and in all 
likelihood, revenue would be 
less. 

Council defeated a motion 
by Ald. Liesbeth Bakker that 
the Board be provided with 
all information including 
past-council decisions on 
downtown parking restric- 
tions in addition to the report 
so that businessmen ‘‘could 
get the total picture. I'd like 
to avoid hassle later on, and 
they should definitely be 
made aware that there are 


two options.” 

Ald, Rod Throndson and 
Roger Ayotte suggested that 
the businessmen were already 
aware of the parking problem 
and had come to council in 
the first place to request that 
something be done about it. 
They felt the issue could get 
bogged down and confused if 
large amounts of material 


was presented since all coun- 
cil really wanted to know if 
there should be meters or 
not. 

“If we give them one big 
package they’re likely to start 
a Royal Commission on their 
own,”’ said Mr. Ayotte. ‘‘We 
want to know if they want 
meters. Other alternatives are 
long range.’’

“In Stage One they ran 
between $40,000 and $45,000 
depending on rail lines with 
costs in later stages of com- 
pletion much lower,’’ he said. 
“IT expect they’ll be around 
$30,000 with about 100 acres 
of saleable land.’’ 

The city, he feels, should 
get an adequate return on the 
purchase price and costs of 
development, as local im- 
provements will be added on 
to taxes when the subdivision 
is complete, Business and 
property taxes will bring in an 
estimated $9,000 per acre per 
year or $900,000 on the total 
project when it is completed. 

As in Stages One, Two, 
Stage Three will house light 
industrial firms including 
warehousing and _ enclosed 
manufacturing with space 
available for offices. Roads 
wiil be totally put in and com- 
pleted with the major 
thoroughfare to be Campbell 
Road connecting to 156 
Street. 

The demand for light in- 
dustrial parks is high, said 
Mr. Huntingford, and based 
on conceptual designs the 
park should have room for 
about 25 to 30, 1.5 to 10 acre 
parcels. He expects the first 
tennants to move in, during 
the early part of 1981 and if 
the market continues to move 
at its present pace, the park 
should have no vacancies by 
1985.

Let’s get a hold on reality 


The tempest in a teacup over “subliminal” 
advertising has blown up once again. This time, 
a filmmaker in the employ of the B.C. govern- 
ment, making a film on child abuse, has raised 
the hue and cry. This seemingly sensible 
woman has taken exception to a photograph 
which the government asked her to incorporate 
into the film. The controversial photo depicts a 
large male hand enclosing a small childish 
hand. Granted, the picture does have a sinister 
tone to it, due to its black background and the 
vulnerability of the small hand at the mercy of 
the large hand. In this, the picture blackly 
underscores the power that the adult has over 
the child, a theme that seems a reasonable one 
for a film on child abuse. 


However, the filmmaker's criticism of the pic- 
ture does not concern itself with anything as 
obvious as its background, or other aesthetic 
details. Her complaints are not that provable. 
Instead, she has assembled a team of 
psychologists, artists, psychiatrists and adver- 
tising experts. All these notables agree with her 
that there are definitely several obscenities 
lurking In the photo. With a straight face, the 
filmmaker says that S-E-X can be seen spelled 
out on the adult's forefinger. A familiar Anglo- 
Saxon word, usually seen on fences, is said to 
be printed across the knuckles. Next, the ex- 
perts will be saying that the entire text of ‘Lady 
Chatterly’s Lover” is printed on the child’s 
pinky! 


Now this is all just too much. Child abuse is a 
pervasive evil, and its evidence is all too visible. 
No imagination is needed to see the broken 
limbs and small bruised bodies. They can be 
found in any emergency ward. Yet the peopie 
being paid to combat this problem choose to 
occupy their time searching for dirty messages 
In photographs. Some of their assumptions are 
absurd when the picture in question is examin- 
ed. It is another case of the ‘“subliminalists” 
Stating “The dirty words are there but you'll 
have to take our word for It as they are invisi- 
ble.’ So is the Great Pumpkin, but most adults 
do not choose to believe it. The human hand is 
amass of tiny converging lines and whorls, pro- 
bably enough for one of these experts to see 
the whole of Gone with the Wind written in it, 
This does not mean it is. As usual, the 
subliminalists are merely providing fodder for 
starved Imaginations. 


Presumably, the experts who have made these 
assertions adyise patients every day. Ye gods, 
the poor patient! For him the writing is truly on 
the wall, not to mention his fingers, nose, toes 
etc. However, these experts need not fear for 
their futures. With the imaginative and obscene 
turn of mind they have exhibited in regard to the 
contentious photo, they can always go to work 
as writers. They would no doubt top the best- 
seller list.

proud Grandma to 38 grand- 
children and 29 great- 
grandchildren! One son, 
Alex, resides in St. Albert, 
and is always on hand to take 
his mother to the Cenotaph 
each year. As always, Mrs. 
Potter will be on hahd for the 
Legion Ball to be held 
November 10. 

Because she has not lost 
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touch with the veterans that 
fought alongside her sons, 
Maude Potter has become a 
beloved figure at Branch 271 
of the Royal Canadian 
Legion in St. Albert. When 
the Legion needed someone 
special to cut the ribbon at 
their new hall, they asked 
Maude Potter to do the 
honours. She still treasures 
the ceremonial scissors given 
to her as a memento of the 
occasion. 

About six years ago, Mrs. 
Potter joined a small group 
of Silver Cross Mothers on a 
pilgrimmage to the burial 
sites of their sons. It was the 
first time such a group of 
women have made such a 
tour. Starting in England, 
they journeyed to all coun- 
tries in Europe in which their 
sons lie buried. 

“It was a sad time,’’ says 
Mrs. Potter but in an odd 
way it was relaxing.’’ 

On Sunday, November 11, 
Maude Potter will join the 
crowd at the St. Albert 
Cenotaph to pay tribute to 
the sons, fathers, brothers 
and husbands who gave their 
lives to the fight against 
tyranny. Maude will repre- 
sent the Silver Cross 
Mothers. Few people are 
more qualified for the 
honour.

Six-lane highway will up taxes 


Tax implications for the ci- 
ty’s cost sharing of Highway 
2 reconstruction§ are 
estimated to be $1.5 million 
according to an administra- 
tion enquiry requested by 
council and accepted as infor- 
mation Monday night. 

For the average resident, 
the assessment has been set at 
$36,612, which translates into 
a $15.78 increase in taxes in 
1979 dollars, to support the 
six-lane highway costs to the 
city. The formula is 90-10, 
with the Province paying 
90%. 

In 1980 and subsequent 
years, the amount will reduce 
and the assessment will in- 
crease, The city is expected to 
invest $1.5 million of its Debt 
Reduction Grant and use the 
interest at 12 percent to cover 
early years of construction 
costs on Highway 2 corridor.

HOW IT ALL 
GOT STARTED 
The word ‘Carneval’ is 


composed of the two latin 
words: ‘Carnis’ (Meat) and 
*va’e’ (farewell, goodbye) 
and therefore literally 
translated applies only to the 
day. called in French ‘Mardi 
Gras’ (fat or shrove Tuesday) 
being the last day that it was 
allowed to eat meat, before 
the strict fasting regulations 
of the Lent season started. 
Actually, the Mardi Gras 
season comprises the period 


of the time between 
November’ 11 and Ash 
Wednesday. The tradition 


dates back to Germany in 
medieval times, particularly 
in the Rhineland, where 
many counties existed under 
harsh rulers. Kings, princes 
and even smaller potentates 


each maintained their own 
Court and in doing so, in 
many cases competed with 
each other as to pomp and 
splendor, at the expense of 
course, of their population. 

At the ‘Karnevals-Time’ 
the common people took a 
chance at ‘living it up’; 
choose a mock government - 
like the 11 jesters - selected a 
mock prince and princess to 
ostensibly rule the country 
during the Mardi Gras 
season. Current political 
features and their sovereigns 
were the target of the 
ridicule. Parade, dancing in 
the streets, masquerade balls 
and comical skits filled the 
days and nights. 

Germany is the most en- 
thusiastic centre of Mardi 
Gras in Europle. Nearly every 
city, town and village has its 
own festivities. 

For 10 years the Blauen 
Funken has brought folk 
festivals to Edmonton and 
Western Canada, and once 
each year all the groups 
gather for a super three-day 
festival held at different cities 
in Western Canada.

The State of Rock Music 


Rock music as we all know it today is the end 
product of diverse styles of music, culture, and of 
course, technology. It is rather difficult to write about 
this music, without, at leqst, a) being well grounded 
in its history, b) being a rock musician, c) being in- 
volved in the technological aspect of it. While | am 
not trying to discredit the validity, or the genuineness 
of the people involved in the creation of this music, 
the past few years have undoubtedly convinced me 
that we now live in an age where ignorance is bliss, 
apathy Is life, and laziness is the order of the day. Of 
course, the conclusive result of this state of affairs 
has: swift and rather unpleasant repercussions. The 
effect is further reaching than most people would 
care to admit. But, dear boy, enough digression. ..... 

How do you make any kind of mysic at all? The 
answer is take lessons, privately or institutionally un- 
til one is proficient enough to call oneself a profes- 
sional. My experience in the music teaching business 
has sadly uncovered pedagogic flaws...e.g. most 
teachers are in it to make money; and many teachers 
have no inkling in the first place about what they are 
supposed to be teaching. Some parents use a 
teaching facility as a musical babysitter while they 
go out to do their own thing. It is rather apparent who 
gets the short end of the stick in many in- 
stances.....the kids. 

When you start out playing rock, being proficient 
in the instrumental aspect is not quite enough. As a 
matter of fact, you have to know how this music came 
about in the first place. 

Does the name Leslie Polfuss mean anything to 
you? Clarence Leo Fender, Afred Dronge, Adolphe 
Rickenbacker, James Marshall, Freddie Tavares, 
George Martin? If you do not know who these 
gentlemen are, then dear musician your education is 
only just begun. 

The experts say that rock music is the final pro- 
duct of the fusion of Black Blues Music and White

The name rock and roll is said to have 
been coined by a DJ, Alan Freed, and the word ‘Rock 
and Roll’ is supposed to have come from a Muddy 
Waters recording. 

While Elvis Presley was a legendary performer in 
his own time, my opinion is that he contributed only 
looks and swivelling hips to the business. If you like 
to disprove this theory then check out the old Elvis 
recordings....find out who the song writers were, who 
were the musicians, the sessions players, The Jor- 
danaires, the gals, and all those other people who 
contributed in no small way to the Elvis phenomenon. 
Of course, Elvis was fabricated and sold to the 
Americans and the world just as disco is now being 
sold. Elvis peaked in his lifetime, and the great guy he 
was, he even parodied himself. While Elvis was riding 
high, great stylists like Carl Perkins, Johnny Cash, 
Link Wray, Bo Didley, and Billy Halley were living in 
near obscurity, because they didn't have great 
managers like Col. Tom Parker behind them. Second- 
ly, these guys didn't look so pretty either....but then, 
most people lack the natural instinctive facility to see 
below the surface.

Top English musicians....Ritchie 
Blackmore, Eric Clapton, Jeff Beck, Jimmy Page, 
Peter Green (the original founder of the well-known

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« Remembrance Day to be marked by St.Albert churches 


It happens that Remem- 
branc Day this year falls on a 
Sunday therefore most chur- 


ches will be marking the occa- ~ 


sion with appropriate 
references during their ser- 
vices of worship. 

Readers of the Gazette who 
are too young to know what 
Remembrance Day is all 
about should have the follow- 
ing facts; At eleven o'clock in 
the morning of the eleventh 
day of the eleventh month of 
the year 1918 certain 
documents were signed in 
Europe to end what was call- 
ed the ‘‘Great War’’. This is 
not to be confused with 
World Ware Two which Ar- 
chie Bunker calls ‘‘The Big 
One’. 

For the past two weeks 
more and more people have 
been wearing the famous red 
poppy as a reminder of the 
Great War which came to an 
end after four years of con- 
tinuous battle in which an 
estimated sixty thousand 

adian men and perhaps a 

women lost their lives in 
famous placed in France. 
Names like Somme, Paschen- 
dale, Ypres, Vimy Ridge 
come to mind. If you have 
ever visited that part of the 
world, you will be aware of 
the monuments that were 
erected to honor the 
“immortal dead’’ who paid 
the supreme sacrifice from 
1914 to 1918. 


This is ancient history to 
most of the population of 
Saint Albert, but the old 
Canadian Legion which then 
was called the British Empire 
Service League have never 
forgotten the memories of 
that horrible experience, in 
which their comrades died. 


Thousands of Canadians 
were invalided home suffer- 
ing from shell shock and 
other afflictions which left 
them something less than 
human. A lot of them spent 
the rest of their lives in 
veterans’ hospitals across 
Canada, where some are stili 
“‘alive’’ today. They are now 
somewhere between eighty 
and ninety years of age, and 
you will see some of them on 
National Television Sunday 
morning in Ottawa where the 
official ceremonies take place 
each year. Wreaths are placed 
at the cenotaph by the 
various governments and 
other military organizations 
to remind all of us that war is 
hell, 

Following World War 
Two, the Canadian Legion 
maintained the tradition of 
marking November the 
eleventh as Remembrance 
Day, although that date has 
nothing to do with World 
War Two. It is important, for 
those’ who are patriotic 
citizens, to continue this 
tradition of celebrating 
Remembrance Day. In 
Eastern Canada it is business 
as usual when November the 
eleventh falls on a week day. 
Out here in the west it is 
marked as a holiday by some 
of the population. 

The plastic poppies which 
we wear today are sold by 
various para military cadet 
organizations as well as the 
Canadian Legion, because of 
a poem that school children 
of years gone by would know 
by heart. It was written by a 
young Canadian officer by 
the name of Captain John 
McCrae who was killed in the 
year 1918 just before the

CHARGE 
DISCRIMINATION 


Mr. Onushko’s subdivision 
saga became a cause celebre 
and was further complicated 
by the MD’s General Plan 
hearing, scheduled for 
August 30. Vocal opposition 
came from supporters of Mr. 
Onushko who claimed that a 
section in the plan, which 
would not allow any subdivi- 
sion development within one 
mile of noxious industry or 
intensified agricultural 
endeavors, was 
discriminatory against lan- 
downers wishing to dispose 
of their land. 

After listening to the op- 
position, council approved 
the plan with the contentious 
clause but allowed itself some 
discretionary powers to rule 
on individual subdivision re- 
quests. 

Council only had until Oc- 
tober 20 to rule on Mr. 
Onushko’s application, and 
with their meeting scheduled 
for five days later Mr. 
Onushko. decided to 
withdraw his application and 
appeal directly to the Alberta 
Planning Appeal Board for a 
second time. 

On October 25 council 
read the second Environment 
report into the record. This 
time it expressed opposition 
to the development because 
of the proximity to the turkey 
farm, a position not taken in 
its first report. Based on the 
report council refused sup- 
port for the reclassification, 
which caused councillor 
Walter Jerram, Mr. 
Onushko’s sole supporter on 
council to charge that this 
was ‘obviously a put up job 


by Environment.’’ 

**The report is stronger this 
time, and they shouldn’t even 
be commenting on the turkey 
farm, said Mr. Jerram. The 
subdivision is more than a 
half mile away but because 
the land butts up to the 
turkey farm, its not allowed. 
Maybe Canada Packers 
should buy up land, move its 
operation and subdivide.”’ 

Councillor Clayton Crozier 
pointed out that a Certificate 
of Compliance issued to the 
farm in 1976 protected the 
operation from  encroach- 
ment by any subdivision, a 
claim disputed by Mr. Jer- 
ram. 

“Mr, Crozier,’’ said Mr. 
Jerram, ‘‘I would like to 
point out to you that the Cer- 
tificate of Compliance has 
nothing to do with subdivi- 
sions. It is only for the 
cleanliness of the operation.’’ 


In dealing with the 
reclassification issue, council 
also noted that subdivisions 
appeared to conflict with the 
agricultural base of the 
district. 

“We may be interfering 
with private industry, but 
we're supposed to be plann- 
ing for the municipality as 
well,’’ said Mr. Crozier. 

“Other jurisdictions have 
put a freeze on these subdivi- 
sions,’’ added councillor 
Walter Van de Walle, ‘‘and 
maybe we should do the 
same.”’ 

Council, said Mr. Jerram, 
appeared to just be looking 
for any excuse to refuse sub- 
divisions in the area. “‘If it’s 
not one thing it’s another, All 
I know is that there had bet- 
ter not be any subdivisions 
coming in that are on good 
agricultural land.” 


Board announces

The Sturgeon School 
Board has agreed to sponsor 
a contest to design a logo for 
board. vehicles, stationery 
and anywhere else they may 
want to put it. 

No decision has been made 
yet on how much prize 
money will be awarded but 
the trustees agreed recently 
that only students and not 
parents and teachers will be 
‘eligible to win.

More details of the contest 
will be announced later, said 
assistant superintendent 
Walter Heppler, but plans 
call for it to take place by the 
end of December.

MD may oppose annexation 


The MD has thrown a 
wrench into Bon Accord’s 
plans to annex 300 acres of 
land east of the village. MD 
council recently voted to sup- 
port the annexation, the first 
in the village’s history, only if 
a one mile stretch of Lily 
Lake Road, is included as the 
east boundary road. 

The village first presented 
its annexation request to the 
MD two weeks ago, but the 
road was not included as part 
of the submission. Council’s 
subdivision and development 
committee recommended to 
council that the MD oppose 
the annexation, scheduled to 
come before the Local 
Authorities Board (LAB) in 
February, unless the first mile 
of the road leading north 
from Highway 28 was includ- 
ed. 

The road has come into the 
limelight with the recent 
game farm relocation propos- 
ed by local ranchers Bill 
Cochrane and Walter Jer- 
ram. The provincial govern- 
ment told the two that it 
would not support a game 
farm unless the MD took 
some responsibility for 
reconstructing the eight miles 
leading to the site. Early last 
week the government decided 
to pay two-thirds of the pro- 
jected $2 million but the MD 
has only committed itself to 
$500,000. 

Caught in the middle is 
Bon Accord’s annexation. 
Mayor Ken Fearnley said the 
town did not include the road 
in its submission because it 
could not afford to maintain 
it at this time. It would also 


be unfair, to the village, he _ 


added to have to maintain it, 
since much of the traffic 
generated on the road, does 
not come from Bon Accord. 

While the MD did feel it 
could not support the annex- 
ation without inclusion of the 
road, council did com- 
promise slightly by adding 
that the road would be main- 
tained until the village could 
build up the land and even- 
tually take it over. This ar-

Much of Lily Lake Road 
was repaved this summer, but 
the one mile in question was 
not and will require major 
repair work, a job the village 
is financially unprepared to 
undertake. Mr. Fearnley 
estimates roughly, that it 
could cost. approximately 
$60,000 and is basing his 
figure on the $15,000 paid to 
repave the quarter mile length 
of the village’s main street 
this summer, 

The MD had suggested the 
town might be able to take 
the road over in about three 
years and it would be main- 
tained until then, but Mayor 
Fearnley feels that with the 
village's policy of controlled 
growth, it will take between 
five to 10 years for expansion 
to take in the full 300 acres.

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Symbol of Ukrainian immigration 
Distinctive domes and crosses identify St. John’s Church

St. John’s Church sits on a 
lonely stretch of road. 
Pristine white, sometimes 
silver domes, rounded ar- 
chways and unusually shaped 
crosses indicate to passersby 
that the building is a Ukrai- 
nian Greek Orthodox church. 

Distinctive from Roman 
Catholic churches and also 
from those of the domed 
Greek and Catholic rite by 
crosses prominently 
displayed on the dome tops -- 
two ornate horizontal bars, 
one smaller on top and a 
third, slanting downwards 
from left to right -- the small 
country churches are built in 
the architectural style of the 
Eastern Roman Empire. 

Thousands of Ukrainian 
settlers arrived in Alberta 
around 1902 in search of a 
new land and freedom from a 
barren existence left behind 
in the feudal Ukraine. 

Central Alberta was a 
magnet. for these early settlers 
and while many chose to stay 
in Edmonton, the fertile 
prairie soil lured others to 
travel along the Athabasca 
Landing Trail. They settled 
in, and established many 
communities in the eastern 
half of the MD of Sturgeon -- 
Waugh, Fedorah, Opal and 
Egremont to name a few. 

They toiled, as an inscrip- 
tion reads on one gravestone, 
‘*from dawn to dusk.’’ Faith 
was a common denominator 
and until these settlers could 
build their own houses of 
worship, services were often 
held in. the largest private 
home among congregation 
members. 


LAND AT $10 
A QUARTER 


Peter Kostiw, a farmer 
near Bon Accord, recalls ser- 
vices in his father’s home. 
Now president of the Ivan 
Franko Educational Society, 
he and his wife Kay are direct 
decendants of these early set- 
tlers, who paid $10 for 160 
acres of land offered by the 
federal government in the 
early 1900’s to open up the 
west.

ment had to depend on im- 
migrants to open up prairie 
land and settle it. 

The society’s membership 
is today comprised of 20 odd 
members of St. John’s Ukrai- 
nian Greek Orthodox 
Church, located seven miles 
north of Bon Accord on the 
Lily Lake Road. The con- 
gregation’s community cen- 
tre, built in 1935 across the 
road is still used as a meeting 
place for the society with 
dances held three or four 
times yearly. 

The church, built in 1947 is 
still used for services, 
although today, because of 
the lack of a priest, services 
are only held about once each 
month. Like many Greek Or- 
thodox churches in the area, 
it was built after the war. 

The church and the hall are 
referred to as one. Services 
were once held in the original 
hall, built in 1928, but it 
burned down and was rebuilt 
in 1935. 

The congregation soon 
outgrew the small family ser- 
vices, moving first to the 
Greek Catholic church, then 
to the hall and finally to its 
own permanent church. It 
was built in one summer, by 
the Kostiw’s and those in the 
congregation who wanted to 
help, but was only finally 
carpeted last winter. 

All Greek Orthodox chur- 
ches, especially those in rural 
areas are built according to 
traditional Byzantine ar- 
chitecture. While to the out- 
side eye, the church may ap- 
pear similar tothe Greek 
Catholic church, which sits 
unused barely a stone’s throw 
away, certain features are 
peculiar only to churches o1 
the Eastern European rite. 

In the history of the 


. Ukraine, where a family lived 


often determined their

INTERIOR FOLLOWS 
ANCIENT TRADITION 


The interior of St. John’s is 
small, and less opulent than 
many, though icons are in 
prominent display in two cor- 
ners before entering the front 
part of the church, known as 
the holy door. Stations of the 
cross, evident in Roman 
Catholic churches, would 
normally be displayed on a 
gilded partition behind which 
the priest would say mass. 
The tabernacle which holds 
holy chalices and the sacred 
wine is actually a miniature 
replica of a Greek Orthodox 
church and sits on an em- 
broidered altar cloth. The in- 
terior dome above is white 
though in more affluent con- 
gregations richly painted 
murals are often displayed. 

Though the church is not 
used that often, the com- 
munity hall has become, over 
time, the focal point of the 
congregation and contains ir- 
replaceable pieces of Ukrai- 
nian forelore.

The trustees were angry 
with Education Minister 
King’s recent in- 
sistence that local boards 
must set up programs for the 


multiply handicapped; not ~ 


that they didn’t wish to, just 
that they wanted to wait until 
some province-wide cur- 
riculum was developed. 

“If they (the province) set 
out the program I’m quite 
prepared to put these kids in 


any school,”’ said trustee 
Joyce Porsild, ‘‘but let’s have 
a program.”’ 


“I think these kids have 
become political pawns,’’ ad- 
ded trustee John McDonell. 
The province and the school 
boards aren’t sure of where 


their responsibilities lie and 
the children are in the middle. 

In choosing to investigate 
the Lamoureux Children’s 
Home the trustees acted 
against a staff recommenda- 
tion to set up a classroom at 
Horse Hills School. A staff 
report noted that they had 
come to their recommenda- 
tion after ‘‘due considera- 
tion’’ of advice from Alberta 
Education and Alberta Social 
Services. 

A classroom within an ex- 
isting school is still a 
possibility, depending on the 
trustees’ opinions of the 
Lamoureux Home and the 
willingness of its director, 
Elizabeth Bryldt, to have a 
classroom in her residence 
facility. 

Assistant superintendent 
Walter Heppler warned the 
trustees that there is a tenden- 
cy to underestimate what 
these multi-handicapped 
children can do. ‘‘I think we 
can tend to exaggerate how

Increase in use of Wakooma 
and Coulter recommended 


WINNIPEG -- In a joint 
statement, the Canadian 
Wheat Board and Canadian 
Grain Commission have 
recommended that producers 
increase their use of newer 
Durum wheat varieties, par- 
ticularly Wakooma and 
Coulter. 

The recommendation is 

ased on response from 
Canadian and overseas 
customers, Current 
marketing programs indicate 
that, while other Durum 
varieties have acceptable 
quality characteristics, 
Wakooma and Coulter are 
particularly preferred by 
Italian pasta manufacturers 
who mention improved 
gluten properties, colour and 
cooking quality. 

The variety Hercules is still 
used to establish minimum 
standards for Canadian 
Durum wheat. However, it 
was noted that the newer 


varieties show significant im- 
provement in colour and 
gluten strength over Her- 
cule: : 

Last year the variety 
Wascana made up 38 per cent 
of Prairie Durum acreage. 
However, it does not have 
desirable gluten 
characteristics. Another 
variety, Macoun, is said to 
have good quality 
characteristics, but is not as 
suitable agronomically as 
other varieties. 

The announcement is being 
made now to give farmers 
and the seed trade ample time 
to plan next spring’s seeding 
program. The Wheat Board 
and Grain Commission said 
that increased use of 
Wakooma and Coulter 
varieties will help to improve 
Canada’s position in the 
competitive international 
Durum wheat market.

and feels the town can still 
absorb additional residents. 
He thinks that hand in hand 
with residential growth 
should come commercial and 
light industrial growth, which 
would make the town more 
attractive for people to work 
in, rather than just to sleep 
in. 

Mr. Anderson feels the 
town is now reaching a turn- 
ing point in terms of expan- 
sion, but while he too, sug- 
gests growth should be 
limited, housing starts 
already committed should be 
completed. While council 
could hold back building per- 
mits, said Mr. Anderson, 
outside factors will eventually 
come into play. 

‘The market is going to be 
slowed, first by rising interest 
rates and secondly by rising 
gas prices, which will make 
commuting unattractive,’’ he 
said. 

It will ultimately have a 
positive effect on develop- 
ment of a viable business 
district in the town which, he 
feels needs to grow and be 
prosperous if it is to attract 
people to reside and work 
there. 

Secondary industry and an 
expansion of commercial 


outlets would help to keep 
the residential mill rate down, 
added Mr. Anderson, while 
also providing local employ- 
ment and improving what he 
called, the community feel- 
ing. 

‘*We have a large percen- 
tage of commuters who still 
use this as a bedroom com- 
munity,’’ he said, ‘‘but we 
are still small enough to have 
a cohesive force within the 
town working for the town.”’ 

Another important, but 
not insurmountable issue, 
candidates are concerned 
with, is the town’s immediate 
need for water. Related to 
this, feels Mr. Turcotte, is the 
servicing which becomes 
more complicated. The 200 
housing starts projected for 
next year alone he feels, will 
be too much and will have a 
direct bearing on the quality 
and amount of facilities ex- 
pected. Mr. Turcotte is also 
worried about the $4.2 
million storm drainage 
system planned for the 
downtown core. 

“I’m not sure that that 
degree of sophistication is 
needed right now,’’ he said. 
“I don’t really understand 
the technical aspects enough 
to comment on it further.”’

A final concern, still 
related to growth, is the pro- 
vision of recreational and 
cultural facilities, particularly 
within the next five years. At 
issue is the Recreation Master 
Plan a blueprint for the 
development and construc- 
tion of new facilities in- 
cluding a pool, rinks and ten- 
nis courts by 1984, Both Mr. 
Turcotte and Mr. Anderson 
would like to see present 
facilities like the arena and 
the historic and cultural cen- 
tre upgraded and maintained 
before new facilities are built 
in the town. 

Mr. Anderson sees pro- 
blems with the Plan, and feels 
the town would be better off 
to improve existing facilities 
and pay them off ‘‘before go- 
ing on to grand new ven- 
tures.’’ ‘‘We have to take a 
serious look at our financial 
commitments and perhaps 
take on smaller projects at 
first,’’ he said. 

While a pool, for example, 
would be a welcomed asset, 
‘tand I would probably enjoy 
it too, I feel that the debt 
outlay on already constructed 
facilities must be paid off 
first, if the town is to hope to 
keep residential taxes at a 
reasonable mill rate.’’

Researchers at Agriculture 
Canada’s Kentville, N.S., 
Research Station have been 
testing squid meal as a poten- 
tial source of protein for 
broiler chicken feed. 

The scientists found that 
broilers with squid meal in 
their diets put on weight 
faster than those on a normal 
diet. The squid meal had no 
effect on the taste of the 
chicken meat.

Who’s going to use the track?

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Pet owners have a respon- 
sibility not only towards their 
pet, but also towards their 
neighbours. Amid the en- 
thusiasm of bringing up a 
new pet as a good member of 
the household, it is easy to 
forget the duty of bringing up 
the pet as a good neighbour. 

Fouling public and private 
property probably upsets 
neighbours more than any 
other offence. For that 
reason, many _ local 
municipalities have introduc- 
ed ‘‘poop ’n scoop”’ by-laws. 
These laws have generated 
controversy, with some non- 
pet owners seeking to make 
them as repressive as possi- 
ble, while some pet owners 
reject all responsibility for 
their pet’s behaviour. 

In fact, the majority of pet 
owners recognize the problem 
and take steps to control their 
pets, either by building a 
fence round their own pro- 
@rry or by keeping their dog 

or cat on leash. If offensive 
accidents do happen on pro- 
perty other than their own, 
then they are prepared to 
clean up.

Make your pet a good neighbour 


But responsible pet owners 
recognize that the more in- 
sidious problem is uncon- 
trolled procreation. There’s 
little doubt that there is a 
serious over-population of 
unwanted and uncared-for- 
pets. The unexpected litter, 
the stray at the back door, 
and figures from humane 
societies on the number of 
animals put to sleep each year 
all testify in their different 
ways to the sad excess of 
domestic pets. 

Spaying and neutering are 
not only pragmatic steps 
toward the control of the pet 
population, but they also ac- 
tually benefit the animal. 

“‘Neutering your dog is a 
truly responsible contribution 
towards reducing the pro- 
blem,’’ says Dr. Michael Fox, 
noted animal psychologist, 
veterinarian, and author of 
two pet care handbooks 
available free exclusively 
from the maker of Ken-L Ra- 


tion and Puss ‘n Boots pet’ 


foods. 

‘‘Neutering a male dog 
eliminates future prostate 
problems and spaying a 


female eliminates future pro- 
blems of her productive 
system and reduces chances 
of mamary tumors.’’ 

Some female dogs, if they 
are not bred when they come 
into heat, will actually go into 
a false pregnancy, Dr. Fox 
points out. 

“They may look pregnant 
and will behave protectively 
towards a favourite toy or 
“‘adopted’”’ slipper. Some 
dogs will even go through 
false labour!’’ 

“This psychological 
distress,’’ says Dr. Fox, ‘‘is 
best prevented by having the 
bitch spayed.’’ 

In the case of cats, neuter- 
ing a male before sexual 
maturity will reduce his urge 
to roam and he will also be 
less likely to spray the home 
with his territorial marks. 

“Sometimes female cats 
will cry maddeningly and 
claw to get out during their 
violent heat periods,’’ says 
Dr. Fox. ‘‘Spaying them will 
make life easier for them and 
for you.’”’ 

Besides the problem of 
fouling public property and 


unwanted procreation, pets 
can also offend by damaging 
property or person and by 
disturbing the peace. 

Damaging other people’s 
property can mean digging 
holes in lawns or favourite 
flower beds, chewing fence 
posts or young trees, or -- 
perhaps the most common of 
all -- breaking into garbage 
cans and garbage bags. The 
solution: don’t let the pet run 
free -- ever. Remember, this 
is as much for the pet’s good 
as the neighbour’s, for the 
animal can root out old bones 
which can splinter, or can ac- 
cidentally eat decayed food 
which has turned poisonous, 
or even small splinters of 
glass which will damage the 
intestines. 

Much the same applies to 
cats, though they do not of- 
fend in as many ways as dogs. 
“Don’t allow them to roam 
free,’’ advises Dr. Fox. 
“They may get injured or 
killed by cats, other animals, 
or automobiles ... Clearly, 
it’s unneighbourly not to 
restrain your cat.’’ : 

A cat that roams and 


wanders might, for example, 
feel free to use a child’s 
playtime sandbox as a giant 
litter box -- 
neighbour will appreciate. 

Finally, don’t allow a dog 
to bark unnecessarily and 
disturb the peace of the 
neighbourhood; once or 
twice at a passing stranger or 
another animal is natural, but 
if the barking persists, the 
dog must be checked. 

‘“*A responsible owner 
trains his dog not to bark ex- 
cessively (one of the most 
common nuisance complaints 
in residential areas). Nor does 
he let his dog urinate on so- 
meone’s lawn or sidewalk 
trees because it will kill grass 
and young trees and shrubs,’’ 
Dr. Fox points out.
